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THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


EN years ago, at the Annual Meeting, the President had to 

report to the members the results of the campaign which 

achieved the great additions to the building of that year. This 
year it falls to my lot to perform a similar duty—additions not so 
large in extent, but significant of the steady progress and expansion 
of the various activities of the institution. 


This time last year we stated that subscriptions had been 
received and the work on the two new galleries started. Now they 
are complete and in active operation. The galleries are a great 
success and provide enough additional space to enable us to keep a 
fair proportion of our Permanent Collection on our walls during 
the exhibition season. The additional basement space has been 
utilized and provides greatly increased facilities for our Educational 
and other activities. 


Our collection itself is growing steadily, and I think no one 
can challenge the quality of the pictures which are being added to 
it. In this connection it must be remembered that, as Art Galleries 
go, we are not a rich institution and at present many works of art 
which we would like to possess are beyond our means—means, 
which I should like to impress upon you, are wholly provided through 
the generosity of individuals who are interested in our progress. 
We all realize that at present, while the depths of the hard times 
seem to have been passed, we have not yet reached a level of pros- 
perity where things are easy, and it is a matter for congratulation 
that our membership has stood by us so loyally through the last 
few years. The future, which ought to be so bright, is clouded 
with uncertainties, and I feel confident that when the present 
difficulties have been settled the support which you have given so 
constantly during the past years will not only be continued but 
greatly increased; both by a greatly increased membership and a 
steady stream of donations which will enable us to acquire works 
of art of greater importance than those we can now afford. 


From its inception, this institution has always maintained the 
policy of an ever-varied succession of exhibitions covering as wide 
a field as possible. It has also developed its educational department 
to such an extent that our work, both with adults and children, is 
known and appreciated for its value, not only in Canada and the 
United States, but throughout our sister dominions. These activi- 
ties absorb a great proportion of our annual income and the balance 
is used for maintenance and administration, leaving only the special 
funds given for the purpose available for the purchase of pictures. 
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As a result the Art Gallery is part of the life of the City to which 
it belongs and it provides an active interest which is used more 
and more by not only our members, but also the people of Toronto 
and of the Province. 


The various committees under which the activities of the 
Gallery are organized will be called upon to report on the details of 
last year’s work, but I wish to draw your attention to the following 
points ; — 

In the matter of exhibitions, we are happy to be the hosts to a 
number, steadily increasing, of Canadian Artists Societies. These 
indeed occupy a large part of our Season. Exhibitions organized 
by the Gallery were generally subordinated to the important and 
expensive opening exhibition in November. The _ exhibition 
arranged to celebrate the opening was of outstanding scope and 
quality and may be taken as an indication of the objective towards 
which we are aiming in our permanent collection. Obviously such 
an exhibition, and indeed any loan exhibition, would be impossible 
without the goodwill and generosity of other galleries and museums, 
many private individuals, and dealers, all of whom joined willingly 
in lending us their treasures to mark the occasion. It is appropriate 
to say that we are very grateful and appreciate this demonstra- 
tion of goodwill more than we can say. 


Attendance is slightly less, 145,320 against 151,245 last year, 
a loss which would have been more than made up if our November 
Exhibition had remained here another week. 


While there is a slight loss in membership (some 113) this can 
be ascribed to the still very unsettled conditions under which we 
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are living. It is interesting to compare the present membership 
with that of the year 1926: —

In spite of the hard times, we are still ahead of that normally 
prosperous year. This is unquestionably due to the unremitting 
efforts of the Membership Department. 


The Educational Department, whose work has been so greatly 
stimulated by the Carnegie Corporation of New York, has done 
splendid work. This work, which maintains our touch with the 
public, must be more closely studied than any other, and constant 
adjustments in its programme have to be made to meet constantly 
changing conditions. I am happy to report that the grant from 
Carnegie, already in force for three years, has been extended for 
two further years, on a somewhat smaller scale it is true, but the 
extension will give us an opportunity to lay plans and make appeals 
to meet the new conditions. 


Since 1932, when the city found it necessary to stop their annual 
grant of $10,000, the Gallery has been hard put to make ends 
meet. It was necessary to reduce the salaries of the staff by 10% 
and other economies were put into force. The Carnegie Grant 
does not alleviate this as it was given on the express understanding 
that our Educational work should be extended, and we all look

forward to the day, we hope not too far off, when this annual grant 
will be returned to us. We are a civic institution, part of the city 
life, and it is to the advantage of the city as a whole that our work 
should be encouraged. Toronto, as the capital, has its obligation 
to Ontario and, among the first of these, is the development of 
facilities and organizations for the cultural (for lack of a better 
word) advancement of the people. 


The work of the committees on Finance, Public Relations and 
Building and Grounds has been constant, and will be presented in 
detail in their reports. It is my privilege to thank the members of 
these and all committees, on your behalf, for their care and interest. 


I desire, also, to express my warm appreciation of the able and 
unflagging efforts of the Curator, Mr. Martin Baldwin, whose work, 
with that of a loyal and faithful staff, has been carried on at a high 
standard of efficiency which has enabled us to make a creditable 
showing despite the difficulties of the times. 


The Mayor and Council have always been interested in our 
work, and I wish to express our appreciation, not only to them, 
but also to the Commissioner of Parks and to the Chief of Police 
who co-operate with us so whole-heartedly. 


I have to record, with deep regret, the death of Mrs. R. W. 
Leonard, a founder, and, with her husband, one of our most generous 
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supporters; also of Mark Bredin and W. G. Gooderham, Benefactors, 
and others to whose families I express the sympathy of the Gallery. 


The following are summarized reports of committees: 


THE BUILDING AND GROUNDS COMMITTEE 


This year has seen the erection of the two new galleries which 
were made possible through the generosity of private and govern- 
ment subscriptions. 


Ground was broken in the early spring and the construction was 
carried on with good speed during the summer. The galleries were 
furnished and decorated about the middle of October and the 
Committee is happy to report they are generally successful. The 
light is good, both by day and night, and the scale of the rooms is 
more intimate, due to the lower ceiling, than that of our other 
galleries. The basement space has been fitted up as work rooms 
and: storage for the Educational Department and provides much 
needed relief for them. Various other changes were made, notably 
the enlargement of the men’s toilet and the improvement of the 
entrance driveway, at the same time. The Committee, after careful 
consideration and consultation, authorized the installation of new 
wall hangings and the repainting of all the galleries, an expense 
which had become urgently necessary, as the rooms had not been 
touched for almost ten years. The new hangings, being much 
lighter in tone than the old, are a great improvement to the appear- 
ance of the building. 


Maintenance has been kept up but no major work in this respect 
was carried out. 


THE EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


During the year 1935 all the departments of educational activity 
advanced in usefulness and in co-operative educational procedure. 
The membership of the Art Gallery is now given educational oppor- 
tunities—classes, study groups and children’s classes, far beyond 
the number and variety which were offered a year or two ago. 
The Educational department has improved the efficient practice of 
such things until in this year it is fair to say that no Gallery on this 
continent does so much in the way of entertainment and instruction 
for its members. 


It must be remembered that although the Art Gallery of Toronto 
is not primarily an educational institution, it has entered the 
cultural and practical field of education in no uncertain way. The 
privileges of membership are well rounded and more than 
adequately return the support that members give to the Art Gallery. 
To-day there are classes for every age level, adult members and 
children at the Art Gallery and at the Children’s Art Centre—well 
equipped, well staffed, enlivening centres of entertaining instruc- 
tion. 


The public has not been overlooked and there are new and 
entertaining phases of our work that attract the attendance and 
participation of thousands. Apart altogether from the educational

value of the many exhibitions, the lectures, gallery talks and group 
visits from all manner of students, organizations and societies 
provide a lively programme of never ending activities. During the 
year 1935 these have been carried out to the limit of our resources 
in staff, space and time. The increase in attendance at these 
various occasions testify to the growth of public appreciation of 
the Art Gallery’s efforts. 


Saturday Morning Classes—The seventh year of the Saturday 
morning classes at the Art Gallery continued to be progressive 
and enthusiastically attended. Our associations with principals of 
schools and officials of the Board of Education continue to be most 
cordial, and their assistance and co-operation is here gratefully 
acknowledged. There is no doubt that these classes have been the 
means of inspiration to new educational methods in the schools of 
Toronto and vicinity and to other centres in Canada. The instruc- 
tion staff is called upon to visit other centres and to inaugurate new 
efforts. Members of the staff have been appointed in several towns 
this year, notably, two centres, Oshawa and Aurora, have com- 
menced child centres for recreational art study. 


The Saturday classes in October 1935 were reduced in numbers 
slightly—the enrolment for 1935-36 standing at 670,—in 1934-35 
at 861. After the period of over six years since the inauguration 
of these classes it can now be seen that the early contact with appre- 
ciative and practical art has produced young students of art in 
Technical School art departments, and at the Ontario College of 
Art who have previously profited by their years spent at the Art 
Gallery on Saturday mornings. 
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The new wings which provided more exhibition space, also give 
several new basement rooms—which are now fitted up with good 
lighting and ample store-room space. These are now used for 
Saturday morning classes and other occasions during the week. 
They are welcome additions to our equipment and space in children’s 
activities. 


Summer Classes for Children—During the months of July and 
August 444 children were admitted to the summer classes, three 
days per week. In all these classes both in winter and summer the 
demand for admittance is greater than we can take in. 


Daily Visits of School Children—As is well known the public 
school children of the city attend the Art Gallery regularly as a part 
of the school programme—each day about 160 children under the 
guidance of Miss Margaret Wilson spend an hour with the exhibition 
on view. The many expressions of praise from various mem- 
bers of the Board of Education testify to their appreciation of the 
opportunity this experience affords the children of making con- 
tact with fine paintings and pictures. Many members of the 
Gallery have also been good enough to express their cordial appre- 
ciation of this activity. Nearly 27,000 children attended during 
1935 under this plan, alone. 


Children’s Art Centre—The intensive side of the educational 
activities of the Art Gallery is seen at the Children’s Art Centre. 
This building at 4 Grange Road, across the park, is literally burst- 
ing its walls with the number of children who throng daily to the 
classes, and is humming with happy work all day, from the nursery 
groups in the morning to the adult classes in the evening. This is 
the third year since its establishment in October, 1932. There 
are several interesting developments from this centre. 


1. The establishment of different centres under other organizations 
in the city, and unemployed groups—craft workers, etc. 


2. The development of new educational techniques in child training, 
with their necessary experiments in new materials, and their 
application to different age levels. 


3. The nursery groups and adult art classes. 


More than twenty-five groups of different kinds attend regularly 
each week. The co-operation of schools, welfare organizations and 
similar groups promoting the study and welfare of young children 
is a pleasant part of our associations. 


The Workers’ Educational Association, which is a study organiz- 
ation for working men and women, centred at the University of 
Toronto Extension Department, hold a regular class in practical 
study at the Art Centre under the direction of the staff. Members’ 
groups, and schools from Forest Hill, Junior Field Naturalists, 
Windy Ridge School, “Big Sisters”, E. L. Groves and Bolton Avenue 
Vocational School for Girls, University Settlement groups, and 
several others send young people regularly to the Art Centre for 
study. Exhibitions are held frequently and a library and pictorial 
reference section is being formed. At the present time there are 
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more than 125 adults and 300 children who attend regularly at the 
Art Centre. It will take several years to prove the value of such a 
place as the Children’s Art Centre in the community. Already 
teachers who have studied there, and association leaders, have 
given the methods practical application in schools and other places. 
In some measure we are contributing to the change in educational 
practice in child study and in art teaching. 


Adult Groups—The Educational staff has been called upon 
frequently during the year to visit groups in churches, schools, 
Home and School organizations, etc., and the numbers of different 
groups visiting for social occasions have increased considerably. 
These adult groups are too numerous to mention here, :but it is im- 
portant to record that during 1935, by co-operation with the Public 
Relations Secretary, many new societies, clubs and church groups, 
etc., who have used the Art Gallery for special evenings of an 
instructive and recreational nature, have expressed their appre- 
ciation at the pleasure which this service of the Art Gallery has 
given to them. 


Members’ Groups and Classes—The many privileges of member- 
ship offered each year have increased in numbers and scope,— 
from small beginnings four or five years ago, with one small study 
group, there are now more than twelve separate occasions in the 
week when members and members’ children and nursery groups 
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meet for practical work, dancing and appreciative art study. 
There are now three classes in practical art study, with an 
enrolment of about 80 adult members — there are two nursery 
groups, with an enrolment of over 30 very young children from 
two to five —older children from six to fourteen, three classes 
per week with a membership of about 160 children. In addition 
there has been inaugurated a dancing class for children under 
the direction of one of our staff. These classes have taxed 
the capacity and time of the Art Centre throughout the season. 
More than 75 people, children and adults, attend the Art Centre 
each day. It may be said here that no other gallery on this continent 
offers so much to its members, without charge other than member- 
ship fees and the cost of materials used. 


Lectures, Gallery Talks, Musicales—The bulletins sent out by 
the Art Gallery each month contain details of the programmes that 
have been carried out during the year—these have included the 
following more important items:

A series of public evening lectures given in February and 
March attracted a large public attendance. The series, entitled 
“The Meaning of Art’ were given by Elizabeth Wood, Peter 
Haworth, Martin Baldwin and Arthur Lismer. 


A course arranged specially for teachers of Toronto and vicinity 
was inaugurated in October, 1935 — the enrolment was about 95 
teachers. This course, which had a practical and lecture section, 
was conducted for a session of sixteen weeks by the Educational 
Supervisor, assisted by a staff of instructors. To describe the 
newer methods of child education in art and to practice new 
techniques in educational practice was the aim of this course. 


Exhibitions and Loan Collections, ete.—Due to lack of space it is 
impossible to itemize the books added to the library: over 147 were 
added during the year, including the very generous gift by Mrs. 
Hammond of the art library of her husband, the late M. O. 
Hammond, as a memorial to him. Many gifts of catalogues and 
books have greatly widened the library’s range. Pamphlets, for 
many years inaccessible on our shelves, are now being properly 
indexed and included in the catalogue. 


There is opportunity for more public participation in the use 
of our valuable material and books of reference. 


The loan collections have been growing in variety and are in 
constant demand — during 1935 more than 130 loan collections 
of prints, reproductions, posters, children’s drawings, etc., have 
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been sent to many places in the city and province. It may not be 
generally known to our members that there are many thousand 
reproductions, facsimile drawings, etchings, colour prints, etc., 
available for private and public exhibition. Such things could 
easily form a pleasant point of contact by members who wish to 
borrow a few framed masterpieces in reproduction for their homes 
for short periods. The fact that they are appreciated in other 
centres is manifest by the many requests each month and by cordial 
expression of appreciation. 


Lantern slides are also a part of our care and these are gaining 
rapidly in number and usefulness. 


Special exhibitions of children’s drawings made at the Art 
Gallery and at the Children’s Art Centre have been arranged and 
loans abroad to the Progressive Educational Association — to the 
Rockefeller. Centre, to Newark Museum, etc., have been made in 
addition to numerous centres in Ontario. 


To the Carnegie Corporation of New York, which has gener- 
ously aided the Educational activities of the Art Gallery, renewed 
appreciation of the value of their gift of support and encourage- 
ment is offered. For nearly three years this financial aid has 
enabled us to further extend the work with children and adults, 
without it such extensions and development would have been 
impossible. 


To the members who have supported by their interest and sub- 
scriptions, and to the Council of the Art Gallery which has con- 
sistently encouraged and financially supported the educational 
work, the Educational Committee hereby expresses its gratitude. 
In the future when grants, which cannot last forever, will be with- 
drawn, the educational activities if they are to be maintained, will 
need the active encouragement of more members, and individual 
and group support. 


Quoting a recent manifesto of the Metropolitan Museum of 
New York, “We believe that through the co-operation of the 
museums and the schools, a generation of young people may grow 
up who will know how to see beauty everywhere because they have 
learned its language’ —an aim and purpose to which the educa- 
tional activities of our own Gallery are ardently dedicated.

THE EXHIBITION COMMITTEE 


The Committee this year felt that its resources should be con- 
served largely for the Exhibition marking the opening of the new 
galleries. None the less, as the detailed list given below will show, 
the other exhibitions, twenty-one in number, were considerably 
varied. The Collection of French Canadian art, chiefly wood 
carving and sculpture (part of the Exhibition of Architecture and 
the Allied Arts), was well worth while and of great interest. The 
generosity of Toronto collectors, made possible the Print show in 
April and the Raeburn Exhibition in October. 


No less than seven exhibitions were sponsored by Canadian 
Artists Societies and for the first time a catalogue of the Permanent 
Collection was made for the summer months. The November 
Exhibition was our great effort of the year and, from every point 
of view, we feel that it was a great success. Through the generosity 
of the lenders we were able to arrange, within the limits of space, 
an exhibition which in sustained quality has not been equalled in 
Toronto and the popular response was most gratifying. Attendance 
was still climbing when the exhibition closed.
